Federalifm, and the paragon of 
perfetion. The fplendid vir- 
tues of Weathington were ebfcured 
by the fuperior lultre of his fuccef- 
for, and he bad become the toaft 
of every Federal bacchanalian fef- 
tival throughout the union. 

But mark the change !———-Mr. 
Adams tornd that the period was 
nigh at hand when his condu& 
would have to undergo the fcruti- 
ny of public opinion, and that he 
mult retract fome of his obnoxious 
meafures, as it indicated an vnia- 
vorable iifue. 





He accordingly, as the firft 2& 
towards reconciling the people, 
nominated another embafly to 
}iance, which bad the cffe€t to 
terminate the exifting differences 
between the tworepublics. This 
act, hewever praife worthy, was 
ie:zed by a part of his former pan- 
egyritts, as a fubjedt of the molt 
sncignihed reproach, and was what 
induced Hamilton, the great lead- 
er, to pubiilly his letter in a pem— 
phiet addrcfied to him, in which 
he was {cascely appiauded for a 
tingle good a& during his while 
sdminiiivattcn—and after that pe- 
riod, Mir. Adams was deferted and 
abuled by his former frieads,mere- 
ly for his having dene one good 
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fummation of their defpotic views, 
Again----while France was con. 
tending againtft royalty, and diveit. 
ing herfelfof the thackles of op- 
prefiion, which an heriditary fuc- 
ceffion of defpots bid fair to in. 
creafe, fhe was reproached as being 
engaged in an ignominious caufe,* 
and great hatred was endeavored to 
be inculcated in the minds of cur 
citizens towards Franee, to whom 
we were indebted but a few years 
previous, ip a greatmeafure, for the 
happy and profperous fituation we 
have fince enjoyed---they feized on 
every act of depredation commit- 
ted by French privateers on our 
commerce, and by aggravating the 
ofience, endeavored to draw us in- 
to a war with her. 


A parallel was drawn between 
that nation and G. Britain ; the 
latter was extolled in all her oper- 
ations, as being juft and honora- 
bie, aliha’ her depredations on our 
commerce prior to the exiftence of 
the Briuth treaty, had been much 
greater than thofe of France, and 
more licenfcd-—yet France was to 
be reproached, and England re- 
warded, In the national paper, 
publilhed by Fenno, in Philadel— 
phia, in {peaking of the relation of 
this country, exclaims, "11 is glo- 
rious io be defcended from fecha 
nation ;” and again when the Fed- 
eralilis were uling every effort ta 
drag us into a war with France, 





* The republicans were always 
ready to admit, that there have 
been the moit unexampled excetles 
committed by many ufurpers in 
France, who took ad vantage of the 
credulous and enleebled ftae of the 
nation. 
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the fame paper exclaims, “ in a 
contelt fo unequal in juftice and 
policy, how ignominious it 1s to 
hug ourfelves toa fhort fighted felf- 
ith neutrality.’ 

But France, contrary to all ex- 
pectation, after many years revo- 
lutionary Rruggle, has at length 
fet dowa wonder de{potic power.--- 
Bonaparte has proved as much the 
aipiring ufurper, as he heretofore 
was a great generai.....he is there- 
fore now become a fit fubjedt for 
Federal fympathy and prote@icn. 
In the Wathington Federalitt of 
lat weck, the editor of the Na- 
tional Intelligencer is highly bia- 

med for having pronounced Bona- 
parte an ufurper,and having fpoken 
vf him ip terms which every re- 
publican ought. 

We lament that thefe charaCters 
who talk fo much about liberty and 
aur conititution, could not feel a 
fyopathy tor Bonaparte, until he 
became clothed with abfolute pow- 
er; it is that which forms the 
Dulcinia of their affetions and it 

appears that their artachment is in- 
creafed in proportion as power be- 
comes tmproperly diftribuied. If 
their thirft for defpotifin is fo great, 
we lament they do not retire to 
France in order to get an embrace 
of thedame. The republicans, we 
dre fure, have no predile€tion for 
ler ;they hare the haggard mon-

On the gth inft. the Conne@i- 





- the feparation of 
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cut faciety of the Cincinnati, af- 
fembled in this town to celebraie 
the Anniverfary of American In- 
dependence. At about eleven o° 

clock A. M. they moved in eo 
ceffion from the Siate Houfe 

the North Meeting Houle, gtiee 
an oration was fpoken by Mr. 

Benjamin Silliman—after which 
they returned to the Siaia Houfe 
and elected officers of the Society 
for the enfuing year. 


Soon after the eftablifhment at 
this Society, jealoufies were exciied 
refpeing it throughout the Unit~ 
ed States, Judge “Burke of South 
Carolina publifhed a bock in op- 
pofition tothe inftitution, ia which 
he declared that the public had rea- 
fonable grounds of fear that it 
would become a political engine, 
and eventually contribute to def- 
troy that republican yovernment 
which had been eltablifhed at the 
expence cf an eight years war— 
This attack was repelled with 
much warmth. The public pa- 
pers teemed with covnicr publica- 
tions. Toevince the pure and 
harrmlefs natore of the toftiturion, 
the following parts of the Confti- 
tution of the Society were often 
quoted, and greatly —- —VviZ. 

« It having pleafed the fupreme 
governor of the univerfe in the dif. 
pofition of human effairs, to caufe 
the Colunies of 
North America, from the donuts - 
tion of Geeat Britain, and after a 
bleady cenfli& of eight years to 
eftabiifh them free, independe: 
and fovereign states, con os ea by 


alliances founded oa reciprocal a 


vantage, with fome of ‘dus at 
Princes and Powers of the Earth. 
Teo perpetuate therefore, as well 
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the remembrance of this vaft event, 
as the mutuai {riendfhip which, 
Nave been formed under the grefure 
of common Canger, and in many 
inflances cersented by the blood 
of the parties, the officers of the 
American army do hereby in the 
moft folean manner alfeciate, con- 
Ritute, and combine themfelves 
into a fociety of friends, to endure 
as fong as they fhali endure, or 
any of their eldeft male pofterity, 
and in failure thereof, the collateral 
Branches, who may be judged 
worthy of becoming iis fupporiers, 
and members.” 

“ The officers of the American 
army having generally been taken 
fromm the citizens of America, pof- 
fefs high veneration for the charac- 
ter of that illuftrious Reman, Lu- 
¢ius Quintus CinciInNATUS, 
and being refolved to iollow his 
é¢xample, by returning to their 
citizenfhip, they think they may 
evith propriety denomigate them- 
felves, the Society OF THE Cin- 
CINNATT, 

“The following principles fhall 
be icnmutable, and form the bafis 
of the Society of the Cincynnat:.” 

“ An unalterable de:ermination 
topromote and cherifh, between 
the refpetive States, that uxion and 
national honor fo effjentially neceffary 
to ihe bappine/s and future dignity of 
the American Empire.” 

“ ‘l’o render permanent the cor- 
dial affection fubfifing among the 
oficers. This fpirit will diGate 


brotherly kindnefs in all. things, 
and particularly extend to the naolt 
fubftantial adts of beneficence, ac- 
cording to the ability of the Soci- 
ety, towards thofe officers, & their 
families, who gay unfortunately

“The general Society will fq 
the fake of frequent communica 
tions, be divided into Srate Socie 
ties, to meeton the 4'h ot Jal 
annually, or oftener it they thal 
find it expedient, &e.” 

During the infancy of the Socie 
ty, it moved with propriety and 
caution. At the anniverfary mice 
ings the public difcourfes were ap- 
propriate, and well adapied to the 
fricnaly, and benevolent abiects of 
the inflitution. The annual io- 
tereft of the funds was religioufly 
applied to the relief of the wnfor- 
tunate, and neceilitous—-The pre- 
fidents of the Society did not thea 
exhauft thefe funds by a promil- 
cuous invitation te the public ta- 
ble of every perfon who could be 
ufetul in aiding an election, 

How far the Society has pre= 
ferved its honor untarnifhed, et 
thofe who know ceelare -—~-We 
have feen a Prefident bring togeth- 
er from diliant places, men of no 
e{timation except as electioneering 
partizans, t@ eat and drink at the 
expence of a fund raifed for the 
relief of the diftreffed, and for the 
jaft application of which, the 
founders of the inftitwtion folemn- 
ly pledged to each other their fae- 
red honor ! Under the aulpices of 
this fame Prefident, Orations have 
been delivered not only foreign to 
the principles ef the Society, but 
flagrantly in oppofition to them: 
Orations, fraught wih the moft 
malicious invective again{t public 
officers of diftinguithed tiaston, and 
calculated merely to fubferve the 
nefarious purpefes of a political 
tation.
